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CONE  MEETING  HELD 


The  1979  CONE  Annual 
Meeting  and  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  meeting  was  held  on 
Sunday,  June  3,  1979  at  the 
Warren  and  Jo  Lindsey  resi¬ 
dence  at  Dresden,  OH.  The 
meeting  was  called  to  order 
at  10:45  a.m.  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary,  Alan  Her¬ 
bert  . 

Present  and  voting 

were  Board  Members  -  Mrs. 

Jo  Lindsey,  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  Mrs.  Ann  Evans, 
James  G.  Johnson,  Ricky 
Morse,  John  Wexler  and  Alan 
Herbert.  A  proxie  for  Nat¬ 
alie  Halpern  was  voted  by 
James  G.  Johnson,  and  prox¬ 
ies  for  John  Devine  and 
Bill  Fivaz  were  voted  by 
Alan  Herbert ,  so  that  the 
entire  nine  member  board 
was  present  and  voting  as  a 
matter  of  record. 

The  Board  voted  to  ap¬ 
prove  specific  amendments 
to  the  CONE  Articles  of  In¬ 
corporation  to  bring  the 
club,  which  is  a  non-profit 
educational  corporation, 
into  compliance  with  IRS 
regulations.  The  amend¬ 
ments,  which  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  official  CONE 
publication,  the  ERRORGRAM, 
will  require  a  vote  of  the 
full  membership,  appearing 
on  the  November  ballot,  be¬ 
fore  they  can  be  submitted 
to  the  State  of  Indiana  for 
acceptance,  and  then  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  IRS. 

The  Board  decided  not 
to  appoint  a  new  Treasurer, 
but  instead  made  the  tem¬ 
porary  appointment  of  War¬ 
ren  Lindsey  a  permanent  ap¬ 
pointment.  The  Board  dis¬ 
cussion  centered  on  the 
fact  that  having  the  Treas¬ 
urer  and  the  Membership 
Chairman  at  the  same  loca¬ 
tion  would  greatly  simplify 
the  bookkeeping  and  lessen 
delays  in  honoring  the  fi¬ 
nancial  obligations  of  the 
club.  Mrs.  Lindsey  serves 
as  Membership  Chairman. 

A  discussion  of  recent 
losses  of  several  shipments 
of  coin  stamps  in  the  mail 
resulted  in  the  decision  to 
raise  the  price  to.  $2.50 
per  stamp  to  CONE  members 
($3.00  to  non-members)  so 
that  all  shipments  will  be 
insured . 

The  CONE  Board  dis¬ 
cussed  the  new  error  sec¬ 
tion  that  will  appear  in 
the  1980  REDBOOK,  and  the 
circumstances  surrounding 
the  omission  of  the  CONE 
ERRORGRAM  as  a  recommended 
source  of  further  informa¬ 
tion.  The  Board  withheld 
official  action  pending  re¬ 
ceipt  of  an  explanation. 
The  Executive  Secretary  re¬ 
ported  on  his  conversations 
with  Editor  Ken  Bressett  on 
the  matter,  and  the  Board 
later  voted  to  name  Bres¬ 
sett  as  an  Honorary  Life 
Member  of  CONE,  in  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  importance  of 
this  section  of  the  RED 
BOOK  to  the  hobby,  and  his 
contribution  to  its  being 
published . 

In  view  of  the  nega¬ 


tive  publicity  inherent  in 
the  omission,  the  Board  de¬ 
cided  to  appropriate  $500 
from  the  General  Fund  to  be 
used  for  an  advertising  and 
publicity  campaign  to  ac¬ 
quaint  the  general  hobby 
with  the  fact  that  CONE  is 
the  largest  (presently  over 
500  active  members)  and  the 
fastest  growing  (by  a  near¬ 
ly  2  to  1  margin)  of  the 
national  error  and  variety 
clubs,  signing  up  190  new 
members  in  the  past  year, 
and  reinstating  a  number  of 
former  members.  It  was  al¬ 
so  pointed  'out  that  the 
CONE  ERRORGRAM  is  available 
to  anyone,  whether  a  member 
or  not ,  and  it  is  not  re¬ 
stricted  as  are  some  other 
club  publications. 

John  Wexler  was  reap¬ 
pointed  as  Election  Chair¬ 
man  for  a  three  year  term. 
Board  Members  whose  terms 
expire  are  Natalie  Halpern, 
James  G.  Johnson,  and  Wex¬ 
ler.  Incumbents  are  auto¬ 
matically  qualified  as  can¬ 
didates,  unless  they  indi¬ 
cate  otherwise.  Nominations 
may  be  submitted  now  to 
the  Election  Chairman  by 
any  CONE  member,  and  Nomin¬ 
ating  ballots  will  be  rim 
in  the  ERRORGRAM  shortly. ‘ 

Mrs.  Jo  Lindsey  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the 
Board  for  a  3  year  term. 

Lloyd  Mathews  of  Min¬ 
neapolis,  MN  was  named  by 
the  Board  as  CONE  Public 
Relations  Director.  He'll 
assume  his  new  duties  im¬ 
mediately,  and  will  work 
with  the  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  on  the  advertising  and 
publicity  needs  of  CONE. 
He  brings  a  substantial  a- 
mount  of  experience  to  the 
job,  including  PR  and  pub¬ 
licity  work  for  several  ma¬ 
jor  companies  and  newspaper 
work. 

Also  named  as  Honorary 
Life  Members  by  Board  vote 
were  Robert  Wilharm  HLM-34, 
for  his  work  for  the  hobby 
in  publishing  ERROR-VARIETY 
NEWS,  and  Marilyn  Tiernan, 
(HLM-35)  Editor  of  Coin 
World's  Collector's  Clear¬ 
inghouse  for  her  many  years 
of  work  for  the  hobby.  Mrs. 
Ann  Evans'  Life  Membership 
was  converted  to  Permannt 
status,  in  recognition  of 
her  outstanding  work  for 
CONE  and  for  the  hobby  as 
club  Record  Statistician. 
Basil  Latham,  a  Life  Member 
of  the  Canadian  CNVCA,  now 
a  part  of  CONE,  was  accord¬ 
ed  a  Permanent  Life  Member¬ 
ship  in  CONE  -  PLM-37. 

A  proposal  to  publish 
exerpts  from  the  CONE  ER¬ 
RORGRAM  in  book  form  was 
tabled  until  details  can  be 
worked  out.  James  G.  John¬ 
son  and  the  Executive  Sec¬ 
retary  will  work  with  Keith 
Seaver,  who  had  suggested 
the  project. 

Jo  and  Warren  Lindsey 
were  presented  with  offi¬ 
cial  badges  by  Ricky  Morse, 
in  recognition  of  the  pub¬ 
licity  they  have  given  to 
Canada  Coin  Week.  Morse 
also  announced  that  the  To¬ 
ronto  Error  and  Variety  So¬ 
ciety  is  being  reactivated, 
with  memberships  outside 


Toronto  available  at  $1 . 

The  CONE  Literary  A- 
wards,  authorized  at  the 
1978  CONE  Annual  meeting 
were  discussed,  and  efforts 
will  be  made  to  award  them 
in  the  near  future.  Awards 
for  non-professional  and 
professional  articles  ap¬ 
pearing  in  the  ERRORGRAM 
will  be  given  out. 

Guests  present  includ¬ 
ed  CONE  members  Louise  Mal- 
lord,  Effie  Jean  Meyers, 
Basil  Latham,  and  John  Nen- 
dza  from  Michigan,  Ohio, 
Canada  and  New  York  respec¬ 
tively,  and  Mrs.  James  G. 
Johnson,  Mrs.  John  Wexler, 
William  Evans,  and  a  friend 
of  Mrs.  Mallord. 

There  being  no  further 
business  to  bring  before 
the  Board,  the  meeting  was 
declared  adjourned  at  4  PM.

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ACCENTED  HAIR  VARIETY  1964 
KENNEDY  PRDDF  HALF  DOLLARS

Treatment  of  President 
Kennedy's  hair  was  not  con¬ 
sistent  on  all  1 §64  Proof 
half  dollars.  On  a  small 
percentage  of  1 964  Proof  hal¬ 
ves  there  are  several  deeply 
incused  lines  above  the  ear 
of  the  portrait ,  while  in  the 
original  design  the  hair  is 
depicted  in  relief. 

This  was  first  called  to 
my  attention  by  Bill  Matthews 
and  he  referred  to  this  con¬ 
dition  -  most  appropriately, 
I  think  -  as  the  "Accented 
Hair"  variety.  To  my  know¬ 
ledge  nothing  has  appeared  in 
any  numismatic  publications 
concerning  this  unusual,  per¬ 
haps  unique  modern  variety.

Comparison  of  the  "nor¬ 
mal"  and  "accented"  varieties 
shows  a  marked  difference. 
The  incused  lines  in  the  ac¬ 
cented  design  actually  look 
like  they  had  been  freshly 
engraved  into  the  individual 
coin.  The  most  prominent 
"accented"  hair  is  just  above 
the  ear  paralleling  a  "re¬ 
lief"  hair  in  a  vertical  di¬ 


rection.  The  other  incused 
hairs  are  in  this  same  area. 

These  additional  hairs 
were  very  subtly  added  by  the 
engraver  and  are  at  first 
difficult  to  locate  -  for  the 
simple  reason  that  depth  per¬ 
ception  is  difficult  when 
looking  head  on  at  a  three- 
dimensional  subject.  Once  i- 
dentified,  however,  the  "ac¬ 
cented"  hairs  are  clearly  ap¬ 
parent,  for,  being  incused, 
they  will  appear  to  contrast 
with  adjacent  relief  hairs. 

To  date,  the  Accented 
Hair  variety  of  the  1 964  half 
dollar  has  been  found  only  on 
proof  coins.  Where  this  var¬ 
iety  is  found  in  a  Government 
Proof  pack  it  has  consistent¬ 
ly  been  found  in  association 
with  the  Pointed  Tail  Nine 
dime,  and  the  Accented  Hair 
Proof  half  dolla.r  always  has 
a  Broken  Ray  reverse  design. 

Although  the  Pointed 
Tail  Nine  dime  and  the  Broken 
Ray  Reverse  half  dollar  of 
the  1964  proofs  have  their 
circulation  strike  counter¬ 
parts,  no  Accented  Hair  cir¬ 
culation  strikes  are  known  to 
exist.  It  is  recognized, 
however,  that  circulation 
strike  Accented  Hair  obverses 
could  occur  for  the  same  rea¬ 
son  that  the  Pointed  Tail  and 
Broken  Ray  varieties  occur, 
i.e.,  both  proof  and  circula¬ 
tion  strike  working  dies  were 
made,  but  the  probability  of 
finding  such  varieties  be¬ 
comes  more  remote  with  the 
passage  of  time  and  continued 
melting  of  silver  halves. 

Perhaps  the  reader,  if 
learning  of  this  variety  for 
the  first  time,  has  already 
wondered  "why"  and  "how"  the 
variety  was  created.  A  con¬ 
clusive  answer  can't  be  given 
at  this  time,  but  I  would 
suggest  a  possible  answer  to 
the  "why,"  and  a  probable  an¬ 
swer  to  the  "how. " 

When  Gilroy  Roberts, 
Chief  Mint  Engraver,  and  de¬ 
signer  of  the  obverse  of  the 
John  F.  Kennedy  Half  Dollar, 
sought  Mrs.  Kennedy's  appro¬ 
val  of  the  trial  strikes,  she 
" .  .  .  .  was  favorably  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  design  on 
both  sides  of  the  coin  but 
felt  it  would  be  an  improve¬ 
ment  if  the  part  in  the  hair, 
on  the  portrait  was  less  pro¬ 
nounced  and  more  accents  were 
added.  .  .  .  Mrs.  Kennedy's 
suggestions  were  carried  out 
on  the  intermediate  size  and 
another  trial  die  was  made 
for  the  obverse  ..."  (COIN- 
age ,  March  1967  and  "Coin 
World,"  April  21,  1965) 


I  suggest  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  Roberts'  modifi¬ 
cation  of  the  hair  in  the 
portrait  and  the  existence  of 
this  Accented  Hair  variety 
half  dollar  may  be  more  than 
coincidental. 

The  first  1964  proof  and 
circulation  strike  production 
of  half  dollars  and  dimes  was 
of  the  Broken  Ray  and  Pointed 
Tail  Nine  varieties.  Being 
associated  with  these  varie¬ 
ties,  it  follows  that  the  Ac¬ 
cented  Hair  proof  variety  was 
also  produced  early  in  the 
year,  thus  lending  weight  to 
the  possibility  that  the  hair 
modification  is  related  to 
Mrs.  Kennedy's  request  that 
the  hair  be  redone. 

It  is  believed  that  the 
Accented  Hair  variety  of  the 
1 964  half  dollar  was  created 
by  engraving  a  hub  after  the 
hub  had  already  been  pressed 
out  by  a  master  die.  Cer¬ 
tainly  the  additional  hair 
was  not  added  to  the  working 
die,  for  such  would  have  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  relief  addition 
to  the  coin.  The  addition 
had  to  be  prior  to  the  work¬ 
ing  die,  the  most  immediate 
predecessor  being  the  working 
hub,  which  is  in  the  same  re¬ 
lief  as  the  coin  produced  by 
the  working  die. 

The  modification  was 
made  to  this  working  hub,  or 
possibly  to  the  "intermed¬ 
iate"  size  hub  referred  to  by 
Roberts  from  which  this  work¬ 
ing  hub  was  descended.  The 
limited  number  of  Accented 
Hair  proof  specimens  discov¬ 
ered,  and  the  fact  that  no 
circulation  strike  specimens 
are  known  to  exist,  leads  to 
the  very  strong  conclusion 
that  only  one  working  hub  was 
created . 

Examination  of  a  consid¬ 
erable  number  of  1 964  proof 
halves  leads  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  possibly  three  per¬ 
cent  of  the  approximately 
4,000,000  coins  produced  are 
of  the  Accented  Hair  variety. 
Assuming  that  a  half  dollar 
proof  working  die  of  this 
period  produced  1500  to  2000 
coins,  then  50  to  60  working 
dies  would  have  been  required 
from  this  engraved  hub  to 
produce  an  estimated  100  to 
120,000  Accented  Hair  proof 
halves  in  1964. 

Generally,  it  may  be 
postulated  that  nothing  can 
be  added  to  the  design  on  a 
hub  and  nothing  can  be  taken 
away  from  the  design  in  a  die 
for  the  reason  that  a  hub  is 
positive  (design  in  relief) 
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MINTS  &  MINTING  No.  15

A  mint  that  produces  its 
own  coin  metal  strip  nowadays 
is  hard  to  find,  and  if  that 
should  sound  like  the  old 
song,  it  was  intentional.  As 
we've  noted  in  past  columns, 
the  era  of  the  "all  under  one 
roof"  concept  of  minting  is 
dying  out  as  economy  minded, 
and  space  cramped  mint  dir¬ 
ectors  find  that  it  is  cheap¬ 
er  to  let  commercial  suppli¬ 
ers  do  all  the  dirty  work, 
and  accept  the  finished  and 
ready-for-striking  planchets 
at  the  front  door  as  it  were. 

One  factor  that  sounded 
the  death  knell  of  the  self 
contained  planchet  production 
equipment  has  been  the  switch 
to  coins  made  from  anything 
but  precious  metals.  As  cop¬ 
per  and  nickel  emerged  as  the 
primary  metals  of  coinage, 
the  need  for  the  tight  secur¬ 
ity  lessened,  and  more  and 
more  orders  for  strips  or 
planchets  were  sent  outside 
the  mint . 

Some  countries  still  do 
strike  silver  coins,  even  if 
only  as  special  commemora- 
tives,  or  for  proof  sets, 
which  are  becoming  an  import¬ 
ant  part  of  production  all 
over  the  world,  and  even  now 
mints  that  get  their  supplies 
of  copper  or  aluminum  or  nic¬ 
kel  blanks  from  outside  sup¬ 
pliers  are  still  doing  their 
own  work  with  silver,  and 
with  gold  in  a  couple  of  in¬ 
stances. 

On  the  cover  of  this 
special  issue  of  E-V  News  you 
can  see  part  of  the  operation 
of  melting  silver  and  pouring 
it  into  moulds  to  form  thick 
bars,  which  are  later  rolled 
down  to  the  proper  thickness 
so  that  the  planchets  can  be 
punched  from  them.  We  were 
fortunate  to  be  on  hand  at 
the  ultra-modern  Stuttgart, 
Germany  mint  as  this  pouring 
operation  was  going  on,  and 
snapped  a  sequence  of  pic¬ 
tures  of  the  process  in  both 
color  and  black  and  white. 
We  were  fortunate  that  our 
color  film  was  fast  enough  to 
catch  the  activity,  as  we 
could  have  used  a  lot  more 
light,  but  we  were  fascinated 
by  the  red  hot  glowing  fur¬ 
nace  in  which  the  silver  is 
melted,  and  which  in  itself 
provided  much  of  the  light 
for  the  picture. 

The  traditional  method 


of  handling  coin  metal  in  the 
European  mints  has  changed 
very  little.  Despite  the 
fact  that  commercial  sup¬ 
pliers  have  long  since  gone 
to  long,  wide  strips  -  one 
Italian  rolling  mill  is  now 
producing  48  inch  wide  coin 
metal  strips  -  the  mints  han¬ 
dle  silver  in  short  lengths 
and  very  narrow  widths,  the 
bars  rarely  exceeding  two 
yards  (meters)  in  length,  and 
never  more  than  six  inches 
wide.  The  size  limitations 
seem  to  be  based  on  weight  - 
what  a  man  can  conveniently 
lift  and  handle  by  himself. 
At  Stuttgart,  and  the  other 
German  mints,  the  strips  are 
barely  wide  enough  to  punch 
out  two  staggered  rows  of 
planchets  for  the  5  Mark  coin 
which  is  roughly  the  size  of 
our  Ike  dollars. 

As  you  can  imagine ,  this 
results  in  a  considerable  a- 
mount  of  waste,  in  comparison 
to  a  system  using  wider  strip 
where  a  dozen  or  more  rows  of 
planchets  are  punched  out, 
even  then  using  only  about 
lOfo  of  the  strip.  It  is  one 
of  the  few  areas  where  tradi¬ 
tion  still  seems  to  hold  sway 
as  in  most  other  areas  the 
conversion  to  new  and  more 
modern  methods  has,  or  is, 

taking  place  at  a  rapid  rate. 
Every  mint  in  Europe  can 
boast  at  least  one  high  speed 
coin  press  or  an  electronic 
coin  counting  machine,  or  a 
coin  wrapping  machine,  or 
some  other  modern  technology. 

In  another  decade,  we 
expect  that  almost  all  of  the 
world  mints  will  be  depending 
on  outside  suppliers  of  most, 
if  not  all  of  their  coin 
planchet  needs,  including  the 
precious  metals.  The  ecology 
people  are  making  it  harder 
and  harder  for  the  mints  to 
meet  air  and  noise  pollution 
standards.  For  the  size  of 
their  production,  the  enor¬ 
mous  costs  of  installing  pro¬ 
tective  devices,  filters, 
etc.,  is  prohibitive,  and  is 
another  important  factor  for¬ 
cing  the  mints  out  of  the  me¬ 
tal  processing  business,  so 
pictures  like  those  of  coin 
metal  being  poured  from  a 
furnace  into  a  ladle  and  then 
into  the  mould  may  be  among 
some  of  the  last  ever  taken 
of  this  part  of  the  coining 
process . 

Many  collectors  assume 
that  this  is  how  coins  are 
made  -  by  pouring  molten  me¬ 
tal  into  moulds  to  form  the 
coins.  Perhaps  we  can,  with 
this  picture,  show  you  that 


while  white  hot  metal  is  part 
of  the  minting  process,  it  is 
many  steps  away  from  the 
final  striking  of  the  cold 
planchet  by  the  coin  press.

and  a  die  is  negative  (design 
incused) ,  but  that  axiom  is 
not  applicable  in  the  instant 
case.  Something  was  added  to 
a  1 964  half  dollar  working 
hub . 

During  the  World  War  II 
era,  in  line  with  other  e- 
mergency  measures,  working 
hubs  of  all  denominations 
were  "outline  engraved"  in 
order  to  heighten  relief- 
field  contrast  and  permit  ex¬ 
tended  use  of  the  working 
hubs  and  dies.  Some  thirty 
years  later  reverse  Variety  B 
of  the  Eisenhower  Dollar  was 
created  by  touching  up  a  mas¬ 
ter  hub.  Although  it  is  U.S. 
Mint  practice  to  closely  in¬ 
spect  all  master  dies  and 
hubs,  as  well  as  all  working 
hubs  -  making  minor  correc¬ 
tions  as  necessary  -  it  is 
not  their  custom  to  "touch 
up"  to  the  extent  that  a  mod¬ 
ified  design  is  created,  as 
was  done  with  the  Variety  B 
reverse  of  the  Ike  Dollar  and 
some  of  the  war  era  coins  al¬ 
though  there  has  been  no  pub¬ 
lished  study  of  the  latter. 

In  the  case  of  the  Ac¬ 
cented  Hair  Kennedy  Half  Dol¬ 
lar,  not  only  was  a  working 
hub  to  be  used  for  a  proof 
half  dollar  engraved  -  addi¬ 
tional  hair  was  added  to  the 
original  design! 

I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  the  1 964  Kennedy  proof 
half  with  accented  hair  re¬ 
presents  a  unique  variety  of 
modern  United  States  coinage. 
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COUNTERFEITS,  ALTERED 
COINS  AND  THE  ERRORIST

There  is  no  joy  in  own¬ 
ing  a  faked  error  coin!  They 
are  subject  to  confiscation 
because  they  are  illegal  to 
trade,  sell  or  keep.  One 
counterfeit  coin  may  subject 
your  entire  collection  to 
suspicion.  Perhaps  the  wisest 
course  a  collector  can  pursue 
is  to  learn  how  to  identify 
and  weed  out  these  bogus 
coins.  This  article  is  inten¬ 
ded  to  help  you  take  a  step 
in  that  direction.

Our  first  two  examples 
of  altered  coins  focus  on  the 
type  most  often  encountered 
in  circulation  coinage.  Any¬ 
one  who  has  worked  in  a  ma¬ 
chine  shop  has  seen  the  wire 
brush  on  the  buffing  wheel. 
Many  may  not  know  that  the 
coarse,  rippled  appearance  of 
the  coin  in  our  first  illus¬ 
tration  was  caused  by  the 
whirling  wire  brush.  Don't 
mistake  these  coins  for  er¬ 
rors  when  you  see  them  in 
your  change. 

Another  frequently  seen 
coin  is  the  one  which  has 
been  forced  into  a  jewelry 
broach,  buckel,  pendant,  or 
what  have  you.  Many  cents 
were  inserted  in  "Good  Luck" 
medals.  One  effect  this  type 
of  usage  creates  is  a  crimped 
edge  which  often  causes  some 
of  the  metal  on  the  rim  of 


the  coin  to  spread  out  over 
the  letters  and  numerals  lo¬ 
cated  there.  Once  the  coin 
is  removed  from  its  original 
holder,  it  might  be  mistaken 
for  a  lamination  or  struck 
through  error.

Those  two-headed  coins 
you  see  offered  for  sale  as 
novelties  are  made  by  hollow¬ 
ing  out  the  design  element  of 
the  reverse  of  a  coin  and 
placing  a  shaved  down  ob¬ 
verse  from  another  coin  into 
the  hollowed  out  area.  If 
one  examines  the  rim  closely, 
the  altered  area  can  be  de¬ 
tected  as  a  doubled  line  of 
metal  all  around  edges  where 
the  alteration  was  made. 
Counterfeiters  have  used  this 
same  method  to  create  rari¬ 
ties  from  two  common  coins. 
Microscopic  examinations  are 
the  best  way  to  detect  coins 


Perhaps  the  hardest  fake 
for  the  novice  collector  to 
discern  are  the  ones  made  by 
false  dies.  Our  example  of  a 
multiple  strike  1 909S  V.D.B. 
cent  appears  to  have  been  al¬ 
tered  by  the  use  of  false 
dies.  The  rule  to  remember 
is  that  the  genuine  double 
strike  coin  will  not  display 
a  raised  design  on  the  field 
area  of  the  last  (strongest 
appearing)  strike.  The  tre¬ 
mendous  pressures  used  by  the 
mint  to  strike  coins  would 
flatten  such  design  elem^'iits

When  John  asked  me  a  few 
weeks  ago  to  write  an  article 
for  the  ANA  issue  of  EVN ,  I 
of  course  said  I'd  be  glad  to 
and  asked  him  if  he  had  any 
particular  subject  he  wanted 
screwed  up.  He  replied  that 
he  would  leave  it  up  to  me. 
Whatever  I  chose  to  frolic 
through  would  be  fine  with 
him . 

So,  instead  of  jumping- 
on  one  subject,  let's  bounce 
around,  over,  through,  be¬ 
tween,  and  aiTiOng  two  or  three 
and  see  what  develops.  In 
that  way,  if  you  tire  of  one 
theme ,  you  may  simply  skip  on 
to  the  next. 

Anyone  and  everyone  who 
collects  coins  in  general  and 
mint  errors  in  particular, 
[yrUST  do  a  very  elemental 
thing  at  the  outset  ...  he 
must  LOOK  AT  THE  COIN!  (How 
is  that  for  a  bit  of  logic?) 
Remembering  that  "sight  is  a 
faculty  and  seeing  is  an  art" 
let  me  ask  you  a  question: 
exactly  where  on  a  coin  do 
you  first  look,  if  you  are 
searching  for  a  possible  er¬ 
ror  or  variety?  This  may 
sound  like  a  farcial  and 
even  a  rhetorical  question, 
but  in  truth  there  ARE  cer¬ 
tain  areas  of  a  coin  that  are 
more  apt  to  show  doubling, 
reworking,  or  other  abnormal¬ 
ities  than  others.  To  save 
time,  you  should  be  aware  of 
these  areas  and  check  them 
first.  I  guarantee  you  will 
stand  a  much  better  chance  of 
finding  "something  different'.' 

For  example,  one  of  the 
first  places  I  check  on  a 
coin  is  the  obvious,  the 
DATE!!!  This  is  logically 
where  you  would  pick  up  er¬ 
rors  or  varieties  such  as  an 
overdate,  or  a  repunched  or 
doubled  date,  etc.  All  known 
overdates  were  discovered  by 
looking  at  one  specific  area 
of  the  coin  -  the  date.  Ob¬ 
vious???  Second  nature,  you 
say???  Do  it  ALL  the  time! 
Sure  you  do ! ! ! 

How  many  times  have  you 
been  so  intent  on  a  mintmark, 
the  overall  strike  of  a  coin, 
or  how  many  steps  you  can  see 
that  you  simply  neglect  to 
check  the  date?  I've  done  it 
and  I  know  that  you  have  too! 
"Boy,"  you  say  -  "that's  a 
FANTASTIC  strike  for  a  1 926-D 
Buffalo!!!!!"  Turn  it  over, 
:^harlie . the  turkey's  a 

1  936-D!  !  ! 


The  above  photo  is  of  a 
very  interesting  1 949-S  50. 
In  looking  at  The  date  on 
this  coin,  I  noticed  two 
things  that  were  very  much 
O'uit  of  the  ordinary.  First, 
the  entire  date  (as  well  as 
"LIBERTY"  and  the  MOTTO)  is 
doubled,  and  secondly,  there 
is  a  "wild  and  crazzzy"  (a- 
pologies  to  Steve  Martin) 
bump  of  raised  metal  abutting 
the  lower  swing  of  the  nine. 
You  can  see  where  an  actual 
piece  of  the  nine  is  missing, 
thereby  indicating  that  this 
is  probably  a  hub  defect. 
Anyone  else  stimble  across 
this  rascal? 


Another  area  on  a  coin 
that  is  very  prone  to  abnorm¬ 
alities  is  the  motto.  In 
more  cases  than  not,  any 
doubled  die  will  show  at.  its 
best  in  either  the  motto,  or 
on  the  word  "LIBERTY."  For 
example,  I  was  getting  ready 
to  photograph  a  Stone  Mt .  500 


for  a  friend  of  mine  the  ot¬ 
her  day  and  as  I  always  do,  I 
checked  the  coin  for  errors 
or  varieties.  Upon  checking 
the  date  and  motto,  I  discov¬ 
ered  a  lovely  doubling  in 
both  these  areas,  the  first  I 
believe  that  has  been  report¬ 
ed  on  this  particular  coin. 

The  third  area  that  you 
should  always  check  closely 
(if  the  coin  has  one)  is  the 
mintmark.  There  are  more 
RPM's  (RePunched  Mintmarks) 
on  any  series  than  you  can 
imagine ,  and  some  are  REALLY 
spectacular ! 


If  you  really  want  to 
have  some  f-un  in  this  area  of 
RPM's,  why  not  try  to  assem¬ 
ble  a  short  set  of  Buffalo  50 
(1954  to  1 958-D)  and  Mercury 
Dimes  (1941  to  1945-S)  with 
doubled  mintmarks?  There  are 
known  RPM's  for  each  date  and 
mintmark  for  each  of  these 
series  and  on  some  you'll 
have  a  choice  of  several  from 
which  to  choose.  The  1944  S/S 
Mercury  Dime  is  the  only  one 
that  is  questionable,  as  the 
doubling  is  not  nearly  as 
clear  on  this  one  as  it  is  on 
the  other  9  ir  the  set.  The 
Wartime  50  set  is  also  a  nice 
one  to  "RPM-ize"  -  it  is  the 
only  set  in  which  all  three 
mints  have  their  o-wn  mint- 
mark,  and  there  are  over  90 
different  ones  known  for  the 
11  coins.  Now  THAT'S  spec-  ' 
ialized  collecting!  I 

Another  area  I'd  like  to 
jump  into  is  the  VERY  touchy 
topic  of  the  pricing  of  mint 
errors.  So  often,  when  asked 
about  the  value  of  a  particu¬ 
lar  error,  especially  one  of 
the  more  spectacular,  "Golly 
Gee!"  ones,  it's  easy  to  say 
"it  is  worth  whatever  someone 
is  willing  to  pay  for  it." 
This  may  be  true,  but  there 
are  also  some  good,  reliable 
prices  in  dealer's  catalogues 
that  will  give  you  a  pretty 
good  benchmark  of  the  error's 
worth.  If  the  same  error  ap-

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CHERRY-PICKERS 

REPORT  NO.  2 
by  John  A.  Wexler,  NIG 


Since  my  last  report,  I 
had  the  opportimity  to  pay  a 
visit  to  one  of  my  local  coin 
di  ops  that  I  like  to  drop  in 
on  every  now  and  then,  and  it 
gave  me  the  chance  to  take  a- 
nother  shot  at  that  interest¬ 
ing  art  of  "cherry-picking," 

For  those  you  joining  us 
for  the  first  time  who  do  not 
know  what  we  mean  by  "cherry- 
picking,"  it  is  the  ability 
to  go  into  a  coin  shop  or  to 
a  dealers  table  at  the  coin 
shows,  and  purchase  errors  or 
varieties  for  the  price  of  a 
regular  coin.  All  you  need 
is  to  have  some  idea  of  what 
to  look  for. 

As  was  the  case  in  my 
last  venture ,  I  had  nothing 
specific  in  mind  but  simply 
wanted  to  browse  and  see  what 
I  could  turn  up. 

My  first  stop  was  at  the 
case  with  the  BU  cents.  Here 
I  wasn't  interested  in  any¬ 
thing  less  than  BU.  As  I  was 
soon  to  find  out,  luck  was  to 
be  with  me  that  day ! 


My  first  find  here  was  a 
1 949S  10  with  an  S/S  which  is 
listed  as  Harnack  V.  When  I 
hit  1 950S  I  turned  up  an  S/S 
to  the  south  which  is  not  a- 
mong  the  Harnack  varieties.  I 
again  hit  "paydirt"  with  the 
1951S  finding  as  S/S  to  the 
west.  Among  the  1 953B  cents 
I  found  two  more  repunched 
mint  marks.  The  first  was  a 
d/d  south  listed  as  Kramer 
53S1 1  and  the  other  was  a  D/D 
west  (close)  not  listed  by 
Kramer.  My  final  find  among 
the  cents  was  a  1 957D  with  a 
D/D/D  to  the  west  and  north¬ 
east  . 

Now,  if  you  think  that 
the  finds  were  nice,  wait  un¬ 
til  you  hear  the  price.  The 
whole  bunch  in  BU  cost  me  a 
grand  total  of  S2! 

Next  it  was  on  to  the  50 
pieces.  Here  the  first  find 
was  a  1 943D  with  D/D  west.  I 
paid  $3.25  for  the  BU.  In  a 
roll  of  BU  1944P’s,  I  found  a 
minimum  of  20  pieces  with  a 
doubled  die  reverse.  I  bought 
3  for  $2.25  each  and  the  rest 
are  still  sitting  there. 

In  the  1 948S  I  found  a 
specimen  with  .05t  steps,  but 
it  also  had  an  S/S  south.  It 
cost  me  $1.10!  When  I  found 
a  1956  BU  with  .05t  steps  I 
was  delighted.  When  I  got  it 


home  and  found  that  the  thing 
had  a  doubled  die  reverse,  I 
was  ecstatic !  The  cost  was 
a  mere  200 ! 

The  final  nickel  to  turn 
up  was  a  1 958D  with  D/D/D  to 
the  east  and  southwest.  This 
one  was  a  full  1 50 ! 

The  dimes  also  treated 
me  well  with  a  grand  total  of 
four  different  BU  repunched 
mint  marks  showing  up.  First 
was  a  195 ID  with  a  very  nice 
d/d  to  the  south  for  which  I 
paid  950.  A  1 953D  with  a  D/D 
to  the  southwest  cost  me  650. 
For  a  1 957D  with  a  D/D  over¬ 
lapping,  I  paid  650.  Finally 
in  the  dimes,  600  bought  me 
a  1 958D  with  a  d/d  south! 

With  my  time  starting  to 
run  short,  I  decided  to  skip 
the  quarters  and  come  back  a- 
gain  to  go  through  them.  To 
finish  off  the  excursion,  I 
ventured  to  the  halves.  The 
first  find  was  a  BU  1 948D  D/D 
to  the  west.  The  price  was 
right,  $10.95,  so  I  bought  it 
and  looked  on.  The  last  find 
was  a  BU  195 IS  an  S/S  to  the 
south  which  I  snagged  for  the 
price  of  $14.95! 

How  about  you?  Have  you 
been  doing  any  cherry  picking 
lately?  If  so,  why  not  drop 
us  a  line  and  tell  us  about 
your  experiences?

The  doubling  on  the  re¬ 
verse  of  this  '63  500  is  on  a 
coin  sent  by  Ed  Raser  of  NJ . 


To  top  it  off  for  this 
month,  Steven  F.  Gray  sent  in 
this  1884-0  $1  which  has  a 
repunched  mintmark.  It  is  an 
0/0  to  the  south  and  is  list¬ 
ed  by  Van  Allen  and  Mallis  as 
VAE- 1 5 .

HOW  TO  COLLECT 
ERRORS  &  VARIETIES 

by  Steven  F.  Gray 

The  most  often  asked 
question  to  this  writer  is 
"Where  do  you  get  all  of  your 
errors???"  Through  this  art¬ 
icle,  we  hope  to  answer  that 
question.  If  you’re  just 
starting  in  errors  or  not 
having  too  much  luck  finding 
errors,  then  read  on. 

Our  first  source  of  er¬ 
rors  is  the  mint-sewn  bag. 
We  are  lucky  enough  to  have  a 
source  in  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  of  Boston,  and  get  a  bag 
or  two  of  coins  every  other 
week  -  when  possible.  We  pop 
the  package  of  coins  and  the 
search  is  on.  Using  a  TascO 
scope,  we  gaze  at  each  and 
every  coin!  This  is  time 
consuming,  but  often  yields  a 
nice  batch  of  errors.  Clips, 
off  centers,  cuds,  and  die 
cracks  are  the  errors  most 
often  turned  up.  After  re¬ 
placing  the  coins  we  have  se¬ 
lected,  including  a  few  BU 
rolls,  we  then  start  circula¬ 
ting  them. 

Our  next  source  of  er¬ 
rors  is  buying  BU  rolls  from 
dealers.  We  tend  to  stick  to 
the  same  source,  as  once  a 
working  relationship  is  es¬ 
tablished,  you  can  depend  on 
unsearched  rolls.  Anyone  in¬ 
terested  in  the  names  of  a 
good  source  of  BU  rolls,  un¬ 
searched,  can  get  them  from 
this  writer  .for  a  BASE.

Our  next  source,  and 
Host  successful,  is  the  art 
Df  plucking  errors  off  of  the 
iealers  tables  at  coin  shows. 
Phis  practice  is  commonly 
called  "Cherry  Picking,"  al¬ 


though  I  must  admit  the  term 
is  quite  dubious.  A  few 
rules  we  follow  when  cherry 
picking  are  never  carry  a 
book  or  list  of  what  you  are 
looking  for.  We  never  admit 
to  looking  for  errors  unless 
specifically  asked  by  the 
dealer.  And  the  last  general 
rule  of  thumb  is  never  reveal 
your  "finds"  unless  specific¬ 
ally  asked  by  the  dealer. 
Most  often  this  will  never 
happen  but  sometimes  it  does. 
We  recall  one  such  instance 
where  the  dealer  was  known  by 
us,  and  he  asked  to  use  our 
glass  to  see  what  we  found. 
He  was  aware  of  the  overdate 
on  the  1943  warnickels,  and 
suspected  we  had  found  one. 
He  looked  at  that  coin  for  10 
minutes  and  decided  it  wasn't 
what  he  thought  it  was.  The 
coin  in  question  had  a  nice 
reverse  lamination  on  the 
steps  and  was  ours  for  a  mere 
250 . 

Bigger  and  better  things 
have  been  found  by  all  who 
care  to  take  the  time  and 
learn  the  art.  Give  it  a  try 
at  your  next  show.

Our  final  source  of  er- 
rora  is  fellow  collectors, 
through  buying  and  selling!! 
You’ll  find  that  if  you  have 
what  someone  else  needs,  you 
can  get  what  you  need  for  it. 
You  can  get  anything  you  want 
from  various  sources,  mail 
bids,  price  lists,  or  horse 
trading. 

Now  let’s  move  on  to  the 
mailbag  and  clear  up  your 
questions . 

Q.  Are  filled  letter  errors 
worth  collecting  since  there 
are  so  many  different  kinds? 


A.  Some  say  no  but  I  say  yes. 
If  you  are  just  starting  out 
in  this  hobby,  assembling  a 
set  of  filled  letters  will 
provide  hours  of  enjoyment 
and  a  foundation  to  build  on. 

Q.  How  scarce  are  incomplete 
punch  clips? 

A.  How  scarce  is  scarce??? 
These  errors  are  out  there 
but  the  prices  are  very  high 
on  most  that  I’ve  seen. 

Q.  How  do  I  determine  the 
step  count  on  the  Jefferson 
nickels?  I’m  thinking  of 
buying  some. 

A.  I  strongly  suggest  you  in¬ 
vest  $3.50  in  the  just  re¬ 
leased  PAK  Jefferson  Nickel 
Full  Step  Grading  Guide. 
With  this  guide  there  are  no 
mistakes  to  be  made.  Before 
you  buy  any  full  step  coins  - 
read  the  book. 

Q.  I  read  in  your  column  that 
blank  planchets  are  not  real¬ 
ly  errors.  Why  do  so  many 
error  collectors  save  them? 

A.  Blank  planchets  are  tech¬ 
nically  not  errors,  but  often 
collected  as  one.  Keep  in 
mind  a  coin  is  not  a  coin  un¬ 
til  it  is  struck  by  the  dies. 
Up  until  then,  it  is  simply  a 
planchet .

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CHEAP-SKATE  STRIKES 
AGAIN

The  year  is  1979.  It  is 
February,  and  it  is  flag  wav¬ 
ing  cold.  Three  years  ago  we 
were  in  the  middle  of  the 
biggest  "sell-a-bration"  this 
country  has  ever  seen  and  the 
way  things  are  going,  may 
ever  see  again.  Anyway,  the 
hup-tee-du  really  started  way 
back  in  about  1972,  when  the 
government  started  to  issue 
the  first  of  many  treasures 
called  Bicentennial  medals. 
Intersperced  throughout  the 
next  5  years ,  the  govern-mint 
and  everybody  else  with  a 
hammer  and  a  die  filled  our 
treasure  boxes  to  the  brim 
with  mementos  that  we  should 
keep  safe  for  the  Tricenten¬ 
nial. 

Well,  I  don't  care  much 
for  parties  or  celebrations. 
You  will  usually  find  me  very 
slow  to  respond  to  an  invita¬ 
tion  of  that  sort,  even  when 
it  comes  from  the  worlds  big¬ 
gest  nonprofit  organization 
our  government.  You  might 
say  that  I  am  the  last  to 
Jump  on  the  band  wagon,  if  I 
ever  do,  but  this  time  I  did 
and  I'm  having  the  biggest 
barrel  of  fim  that  you  ever 
did  see.  The  Bicentennial 
trivia  is  everywhere.  It 
seems  that  a  few  folks  filled 
their  treasure  boxes  too  full 
and  couldn't  close  them,  so 
the  thing  to  do  now  is  to 
clean  out,  cull  out  and  sell 
out,  to  make  room  for  things 
like  gold,  silver,  and  some¬ 
thing  called  the  "Suzy  B. 
Biller. " 

I  started  this  Bi  enthu¬ 
siasm  about  a  year  ago  when  I 
found  two  sets  of  the  bronze 
Bi  medals  for  10  cents  on  the 
dollar.  I  have  since  sold 
this  vast  hoard  making  a  rea¬ 


sonable  10^  profit,  reinvest¬ 
ing  this  ina  group  of  off 
center  cents  that  I  found 
lounging  in  a  flee  market.  I 
found  the  neatest  BU  1976B 
that  you  ever  did  see.  It's 
a  pretty  good  50%  at  9:00 
even,  if  I  do  say  so  myself. 
I  have  since  bought  and  sold 
a  Bi  silver  set,  bought  be¬ 
cause  I  had  found  the  dol¬ 
lar  to  be  a  doubled  die,  and 
sold  because  I  was  told  by 
the  wise  old  owl  that  it  was 
master  die  doubling. 

In  the  doubling  category 
I've  found  two  new,  different 
doubled  dies  on  the  Bi  half 
dollar.  As  of  yet,  I  have'nt 
found  a  doubled  die  quarter, 
but,  someone  already  found 
that  first  anyway.  To  add  to 
this,  I  have  a  1976  clipped 
cent  and  the  neatest  half  you 
ever  did  see.  It  has  a  large 
copper  scrap  struck  into  the 
head,  which  is  still  BU  con¬ 
dition,  and  probably  my  fa¬ 
vorite.  I  paid  the  full  ask¬ 
ing  price  of  five  dollars  for 
this  along  with  eight  dollars 
for  a  Buffalo  that  I'm  not  so 
proud  of.  Yes,  I  get  stuck 
now  and  then,  as  does  every¬ 
one  who  trusts  all  dealers 
and  pays  full  retail  asking 
price . 

The  next  Bi  specimen  I 
have  added  to  my  collection 
is  one  that  some  may  call  a 
beaut!  I  know  I  do.  It  is  a 
Bi  dollar  that  has  two  clips, 
5%  at  10:00  and  8%  at  4:50. 
I  found  this  coin  on  the  auc¬ 
tion  table  during  my  monthly 
Jaunt  to  the  Fort  Worth  coin 
club  meeting.  This  was  the 
first  error  coin  that  I  had 
ever  bid  on  at  an  auction  and 
even  though  I  wanted  it  pret¬ 
ty  bad,  I  knew  that  an  auc¬ 
tion  is  war  in  its  most  de¬ 
vastating  way.  A  billfold, 
checkbook,  and  savings  ac¬ 
count  can  be  ravaged  at  the 
drop  of  the  hammer,  if  you're 
not  careful.  After  checking 


cash  on  hand  and  finding  my¬ 
self  a  little  short  because  I 
took  one  of  the  guys  at  work 
to  lunch  earlier,  (you  would 
not  believe  what  we  had) ,  I 
cornered  one  of  the  local 
dealers  and  sold  him  some  40% 
silver  halves  that  I  found  in 
circulation.  This  I  hoped 
would  make  up  the  difference 
in  the  auction. 

The  auction  is  held  e- 
very  month  after  the  business 
meeting  and  program,  and  I 
could  hardly  wait.  The  double 
clip  Ike  was  Lot  no.  20  and  I 
Just  could  not  sit  still,  so 
to  relieve  the  tension  a  lit¬ 
tle,  I  bid  on  and  won  a  Lot 
of  two  rolls  1 960-P  BU  cents. 
These  were  the  large  date  and 
I  hoped  that  the  drain  on  my 
finances  wasn't  so  severe  as 
to  keep  me  from  my  original 
purpose.  16,  17,  18,  19,  and 
here  it  comes,  number  20:  one 
double  clipped  Bicentennial 
Ike  Dollar,  and  like  a  fool  I 
Jumped  right  in  with  FIVE 
DOLLABS.  The  bid  went  to 
five-fifty.  I  bid  $6.  $6.50! 

I  bid  $7.  $7.50!  I  bid  $8, 

and  down  went  the  hammer! ! ! 
SOLD  -  for  eight  dollars?  It 
was  mine,  all  mine,  and  I  did 
not  even  care  how  much  I  had 
to  spend! 

I  now  have  two  Bi  cents, 
four  halves,  and  the  Ike  for 
my  collection.  The  quarter, 
dime,  and  nickel  will  have  to 
be  another  story  in  my  con¬ 
tinuing  search  for  the  un¬ 
wanted,  neglected,  and  mis¬ 
placed  Bicentennial  trivia 
that  has  been  left  for  the 
late  comers.  I'll  find  them. 
It  may  take  a  while,  but  I 
will  find  them  no  matter  what 
it  costs.  I  even  bought  a 
roll  of  Type  I  Ikes  last 
week.  Does  anybody  want  one? 
I  will  trade  for  almost  any¬ 
thing.  All  coins  guaranteed 
"Been  Used"  condition.  And 
what  have  you  been  doing  to 
keep  occupied?

The  first  2  photos 
to  the  left  show  the  obverse, 
and  the  third  the  reverse. 


The  1951  Bulgarian  three 
stotinki  piece  at  the  bottom 
of  the  second  column  has  a 
strong  doubled  die  obverse 
and  was  submitted  by  Larry 
Schreiber  of  Missouri. 


Also  from  Dyblie  is  this 
1904  Ten  Centavos  piece  from 
Mexico.  It  has  an  easy-to-see 
repunched  9  in  the  date. 


Another  coin  from  Larry 
Schreiber’ s  collection  is 
this  1 960  One  Lev  of  Bulgaria 
with  a  doubled  die  reverse.

ERROR  COIN  SECTION 
IN  1980  REDBOOK 

As  reported  last  month 
the  1 980  RED  BOOK  will  have 
a  special  9  page  section  on 
mint  errors.  This  special 
section  was  co-authored  by 
Bill  Fivaz  and  by  Lonesome 
John,  both  well  known  names 
in  the  error  hobby. 

This  special  section, 
though  short,  is  comprehen¬ 
sive.  It  gives  brief  ex¬ 
planations  of  most  of  the 
error  classes,  breaking  the 
varieties  down  according  to 
planchet-die-striking  (PDS) 
classifications.  Along  with 
the  brief  explanations  are 
charts  with  values  for  the 
various  errors  which  are 
discussed . 

According  to  Ken  Bres- 
sett,  editor  of  RED  BOOK, 
"Our  intention  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  RED  BOOK  readers 
with  basic  information  a- 
bout  these  coins  so  that 
they  will  be  better  under¬ 
stood  and  appreciated  as

1 944  was  not  without  its 
share  of  repunched  mint  marks 
as  this  p/p  west  50  listed  by 
CONE  as  E-01  demonstrates. 


The  s/s  east  on  this 
1955s  10  is  close  but  can  be 
seen  on  the  upper  loop  and 
serif.  It  is  listed  by  CONE 
as  E-1 9. 


Another  1 942S  50  with  an 
s/s  west  is  this  one  listed 
by  CONE  as  E-08.  Compare  it 
with  E-07. 


If  you  are  getting  a  bit 
tired  of  east  and  west,  here 
is  a  1 945P  with  a  P/P  north. 
It’s  listed  as  CONE  E-07. 


For  the  1 942P  warnickel 
beauty  is  listed  as  E-O6  by 
CONE.  It's  a  p/p  east. 


Here  we  have  a  P/P/P  on 
a  1 945P  50.  The  punches  are 
east  and  west.  This  one  is 
CONE  E-07. 


Finally  we  have  another 
tripled  mint  mark.  This  one 
is  a  P/P/P  east  and  west  and 
is  listed  as  CONE  1945P  E-08.

Auc¬ 
tion!!!  Hello.  I  am  Sam  P. 
ilodin,  the  local  cointoonist.

Df  August  in  the  year  of  our 
jord  of  1950.  I  am  a  Leo  to 
ill  you  astrological  buffs 
)ut  there.  Have  you  ever  no- 
:iced  that  right  around 
Christmas  time  choice  coins 
)f  the  realm  make  their  ap- 
learance?  This  is  also  the 
:ime  when  ol'  Santa  Glaus  is 
jingling  his  bells  for  all 
lis  worth.  I'm  not  Santa 
llaus  and  I'm  not  jingling  my 
Dells.  I'm  not  even  trying 
:o  sell  my  wares.  As  a  mat- 
:er  of  fact,  I  don't  even 
mow  how  to  sell  my  wares, 
'ly  wares  are  error  coins, 
(/hat  do  I  do  now  that  I  have 
:hem??? 

I've  been  collecting  er¬ 
ror  coins  since  1955.  What 
really  spurred  me  on  was  that 
Dne  day  in  June  of  1955.  I 
\ras  having  my  usual  breakfast 
)f  coffee  and  cigarettes  at 
ay  favorite  greasy  spoon. 
Ifter  paying  for  my  breakfast 
[  espied  a  funny  looking  pen- 
ly  (CENT,  if  you  please). 
Either  my  vision  was  blurred 
)r  the  penny  was. 

My  brother,  Jerry,  col¬ 
lected  coins  and  I  took  the 
Denny  to  him.  He  didn't  know 
That  was  wrong  with  the  pen- 
ly.  I  insisted  that  he  keep 
:he  coin.  He  projected  an 
mthusiasm  at  my  interest  in 
joins  and  pro-offered  me  a 
landful  of  old  wheat-back 
'illers  that  he  had  collected 
ind  had  no  need  of.  He  also 
showed  me  a  few  beautiful 
Droof  coins  that  he  received 
'rom  the  U.S.  mint!  "Mint?," 

;  asked  him.  "What  is  the 
lint?"  He  told  me  that  every 
r.S.  citizen  has  the  privi- 
.ege  to  order  coins  from  the 
lint  at  a  little  above  face 
■alue.  (That  was  then.)  He 
ailed  them  proofs.  "Proofs? 
What  are  proofs?"  I  asked. 
Special  coins  made  for  num- 
smatists,"  he  said.  "Numis- 
.atists?  What's  a  numisma- 
ist?"  I  questioned.  "People 
ho  collect  coins,"  said  he. 

was  confused  and  beside  my- 
elf  to  say  the  least,  but  in 
y  mind  I  knew  that  1955  pen- 
y  was  worth  a  fortune.  I 
iscovered  something  new  and 
orth  a  lot  of  money. 

The  past  occasion  soon 


passed  my  mind  but  the  im¬ 
pression  lingered.  I  foimd 
myself  engrossed  in  numisma¬ 
tics  more  than  ever.  I  in¬ 
spected  every  coin  that  I  en¬ 
countered  with  the  scrutiniz¬ 
ing  eye  of  a  clever  sleuth. 
"Surely  the  mint  makes  mis¬ 
takes,"  I  thought.  Mint  mis¬ 
takes  must  be  more  valuable 
than  ordinany  coins.  Most 
people  couldn't  tell  a  mis¬ 
take  from  a  regular  coin.  In 
my  mind  I  knew  the  mint  made 
mistakes,  and  concluded  that 
these  mistakes  had  to  be  more 
valuable  than  ordinary  coins. 
"I  shall  collect  these  mis¬ 
takes  and  make  more  money  on 
them  by  convincing  others  of 
their  value,"  I  thought. 

After  all,  the  super¬ 
efficient  U.S.  mint  must  be 
fallible,  and  why  not???  I'm 
fallible.  If  I  make  a  mis¬ 
take,  it's  excusable.  But  if 
the  mint  makes  a  mistake,  it 
is  not  excusable.  Rather,  it 
is  collectable.  Hence,  am  I 
more  recognizable  for  my 
f allability,  or  am  I  fallible 
for  my  recognizability?  (What 
did  I  say???) 

As  it  was,  those  old 
filler  wheat  backs  my  brother 
gave  to  me  had  me  hooked. 
Grandiose  ideas  of  instant 
wealth  and  an  early  financial 
retirement  possessed  me.  As 
is  my  wont,  whenever  I  en¬ 
counter  a  new  venture  I  do  it 
whole  hog.  I  started  buying 
all  the  books  on  coins  I 
could  get  my  hands  on.  I 
crammed!  The  first  error- 
variety  book  I  got  a  hold  of 
was  one  authored  by  Frank  G. 
Spadone.  It  was  a  book  that 
turned  me  on  and  tuned  me  in 
to  mint  errors.  Many  years 
passed  and  the  old  shoe  box 
became  full  to  the  brim  with 
all  kinds  of  errors.  I  never 
realized  how  easy  it  was  to 
collect  mint  errors.  I  was 
getting  wealthy  very  fast  and 
very  easy. 

It  wasn't  many  years 
later  when  I  discovered  the 
fact  that  the  news  publica¬ 
tion  by  the  Krause  Corpora¬ 
tion  had  been  in  existence 
for  some  time  now.  I  became 
enlightened  in  a  hurry.  Alan 
Herbert's,  ODD  CORNER  column 
was  and  still  is  my  prime 
source  of  information.  (Ex¬ 
cluding  EVN,  of  course)  Mr. 
Herbert  was  my  kindergarten 
teacher.  As  of  yet,  I  haven't 
passed  kindergarten!  I  have 
just  completed  reading  Alan's 
latest  column  in  NUMISMATIC 
NEWS.  I  .can  readily  relate 
to  one  of  his  statements. 
"Looking  at  my  coins  with  one 


eye  tied  behind  my  back." 
How  many  of  us  do  this  very 
same  thing  I  ask?  I  did  for 
many  years  and  it  has  taken 
many  more  years  to  rectify 
this  bad  habit.  Now  I  have 
two  scopes,  a  10  power  scope 
that  is  as  much  a  part  of  me 
as  is  my  house  key,  and  a  20 
power  scope  for  those  special 
pieces  that  require  a  500 
watt  light  bulb  and  plush 
Persian  pillow  to  authenti¬ 
cate.  I  even  went  so  far  as 
to  purchase  a  $59.99  stereo¬ 
scope  with  interchangable  eye 
pieces  of  from  15  power  to  40 
power.  But  alas,  my  eye  doc¬ 
tor  informed  me  that  I  have 
an  irrepairable  eye  ailment 
and  that  my  vision  is  re¬ 
stricted  to  only  my  left  eye. 
There  goes  my  stereo  vision! 
After  much  bickering  with  my 
local  coin  dealer  in  town,  I 
managed  to  realize  $20.00  for 
my  stereoscope.  Ha!  But  I 
can  see  better  through  my  10 
power  scope  than  most  of  you 
guys  can  see  through  your 
stereoscopes.  I  have  proof! 
I  have  more  undiscovered  er¬ 
rors  in  my  collection  than 
John  Wexler  has  doubled  dies! 

Some  day  I'm  going  to  do 
something  with  my  collection. 
The  first  thing  I'll  probably 
do  is  put  those  shoe  box 
coins  in  2x2' s.  I  might  even 
catalog  and  index  the  2x2' s. 
I  doubt  if  I'll  go  out  and 
buy  a  GONEputer,  however.  I 
think  Mr.  Herbert  has  his 
hands  and  other  parts  of  his 
body  and  home  full  of  CONE- 
puter  problems!  Say!  By  the 
way,  what  are  you  doing  with 
YOUR  collection?  Have  you 
thought  about  consigning  some 
of  those  old  rarities  to  EVN? 
The  auctions  bring  some  spec¬ 
tacular  results.  With  a  min¬ 
imal  15%  rate  of  consignment, 
you  should  realize  a  much 
greater  profit  than  you  would 
in  the  average  coin  shop. 
Involvement  in  EVN ' s  auctions 
is  another  thing  that  I  shall 
some  day  participate  in.  Oh, 
you  can  hold  on  to  that  uni¬ 
que  double  struck,  off  center 
25  cent  piece  struck  on  a 
silver  Phillipine  10  centavo 
piece,  and  some  day,  someone, 
somewhere,  will  be  willing 
to  pay  your  bargain  price  of 
$250,000.  However,  in  themean 
time,  just  think  of  all  the 
bucks  you  can  make  by  selling 
some  of  those  50  cent  die 
cracked  cents  you  stashed  a- 
way,  by  getting  involved  in 
EVN  auctions! 

By  the  way,  my  brother 
never  could  find  that  1955  10 
I  gave  him  back  in  '55! 
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bust  on  the  1898  Indian  cent 
is  a  violation  of  this  rule. 

If  a  coin  in  your  col¬ 
lection  raises  suspicion,  do 
not  hesitate  to  have  it  au¬ 
thenticated!  ERROR-VARIETY 
NEWS  offers  this  service  else 
where  in  these  pages.  All  of 
the  major  national  error 
clubs  also  provide  expert  an¬ 
alysis  of  your  coins.  If  you 
have  a  counterfeit,  and  you 
are  sure  of  it,  turn  it  in 
the  earliest  possible  date. 
The  Secret  Service  branch  of 
the  United  States  Government 
is  the  proper  agency  to  con¬ 
tact  concerning  such  a  dis¬ 
posal.  GONE  maintains  a  col¬ 
lection  of  counterfeit  error 
coins  for  educational  pur¬ 
poses.  If  your  coin  is  some¬ 
what  unusual,  you  may  wish  to 
consider  donating  the  piece 
to  the  collection.  Do  not 
keep  the  coin  as  this  may 
warrant  the  confiscation  of 
all  your  valuable  coins  until 
the  government  can  satisfy 
itself  which  coins  are  gen¬ 
uine  and  which  are  not . 

Remember,  it  does  not 
pay  to  keep  counterfeit  coins 
in  your  collection.  Exercise 
caution  when  purchasing  coins 
for  your  collection.  Be  sure 
the  dealers  you  buy  from  are 
reputable.  If  you  see  a 
counterfeit  coin  offered  for 
sale,  inform  the  seller  of 
your  suspicions.  Do  your 
part  to  help  keep  collecting 
coins  a  fun  and  profitable 
experience . 

Finally,  the  Smithsonian 
Institute  in  Washington,  D.C. 
currently  has  an  excellent 
display  of  counterfeit  de¬ 
tection  methods.  Illustrated 
there,  are  comparisons  of  the 
results  of  tests  made  on  real 
and  counterfeit  coins.  There 
you  can  see  how  the  X-ray 
diffraction  method  is  used  to 
ascertain  whether  a  coin  is 
mint  struck  or  not.  Other 
tests  include  proof  of  metal 
content  through  spectro  an¬ 
alysis  and  specific  gravity 
readings. 

The  Smithsonian  Exhibit 
is  housed  in  the  National 
Museum  of  History  and  Techno¬ 
logy.  If  you  are  going  to  be 
in  the  Washington,  D.C.  area, 
be  sure  to  see  this  valuable 
contribution  to  the  study  of 
coins . 
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pears  time  after  time  on  the 
Drice  list  (and  at  the  same 

price) ,  chances  are  that  it 
is  thought  of  more  highly  by 
the  seller  than  it  is  the 
buyer  and  is  therefore  over¬ 
priced.  On  the  other  hand, 
some  coins  FLY  out  immediate¬ 
ly  and  it  may  be  said  that 
these  were  priced  properly. 

The  specific  area  to 
which  I  would  like  to  address 
myself,  is  the  pricing  of  er¬ 
rors  on  the  relatively  RARE 
coins.  For  example,  how 
should  a  509^  off  center.  Gem 
BU,  1 924-S  Buffalo  50  be  pri¬ 
ced?  A  normally  struck  MS-65 
coin  would  command  well  over 
$1,000,  so  should  we  expect 
that  the  off  center  would 
bring  $1500?  $2000?  NO  WAY, 
JOSE!  When  rare  dated  coins 
are  involved,  errors  will  al¬ 
most  always  force  the  price 
down,  the  error  pricing  stra¬ 
ta  taking  precedence  over  the 
numismatic  worth  of  the  coin. 
Another  way  of  saying  it  is, 
if  an  error  collector  wants  a 
50^  off  center  Buffalo  50,  he 
will  more  than  likely  be  con¬ 
tent  with  a  ^0%  off  center 
1 955-P  or  1 956-P,  a  much  more 
common  date.  Why  pay  heavy 
premiums  for  a  rare  date? 
This  is  not  to  say  that  the 
0/C  1 924-S  and  1 935-P  should 
be  priced  the  same,  they 
probably  shouldn't,  but  some 
middle  ground  should  be 
reached  that  is  agreeable  to 
both  buyer  and  seller.  Even 
a  rule  of  thumb  pricing  form¬ 
ula  for  error/rare  coins  is 
extremely  difficult,  as  so 
much  depends  on  the  coins  in¬ 
volved  and  the  type  of  error. 
It  could  probably  be  safely 
stated  that  "the  more  expen¬ 
sive  the  coin,  the  greater 
the  price  spread  between  the 
normal  numismatic  value  of 
the  piece  and  the  price  of 
the  coin  with  the  error." 

In  any  event ,  an  error 
on  a  rare  coin,  in  this  writ¬ 
er's  opinion,  should  not  com¬ 
mand  a  price  anywhere  near 
the  price  of  the  coin  in  the 
same  condition,  if  it  were 
struck  normally. 

Here's  a  "fer  instance," 
and  then  I  will  wind  up  this 
experiment  with  a  final  top¬ 
ic.  A  BU  1 945-P  Mercury  100 
with  Full  (not  just  split, 
but  FULL)  bands,  would  fetch 
a  good  $500+  on  today's  mar¬ 
ket.  An  off  center  or  broad- 
struck  1 945-P,  in  the  same 


condition,  with  full  bands, 
would  probably  sell  for  $100 
to  $150  maximum,  a  good  ex¬ 
ample  where  the  normal  coin 
is  worth  considerably  more 
than  the  same  coin,  in  the 
same  condition  with  an  error. 


OK  -  you're  almost  rid 
of  me  -  (John,  aren't  you 
glad  you  asked  me  to  write  "a 
little  something"  for  this 
issue?).  Last  subject.  "Why 
join  a  club?"  If  you're  in¬ 
terested  in  mint  errors  -  and 
if  you  are  still  with  me  at 
this  point,  I  think  you  MUST 
be  -  one  of  the  best  places 
to  learn  more  about  them,  and 
to  keep  yourself  "current"  is 
through  an  error  club.  There 
are  two  national  error  or¬ 
ganizations  (their  ads  appear 
elsewhere  in  this  issue)  - 
GONE  (Gollectors  of  Numisma¬ 
tic  Errors)  and  NEGA  (Numis¬ 
matic  Error  Gollectors  of 
America) ,  both  of  which  are 
excellent  clubs.
